WASHINGTON, D.C. — Russia’s 
seven-year plan, which is a blue- 
print schedule for overtaking and 

surpassing the 
United States 
without war, re- 
veals itself in 
many ways, some 
obscure. 

Not many read- 
ers, for example, 
would pay much 
attention to a 
small item on 
the financial 

pages out of Montevideo, Uruguay. 
Such an item appeared a few 
days ago. It reported that Russian 
buyers were “‘snapping up” Uruv- 
guay’s new wool stocks at a rate 
which will put the Communist 
bloc ahead of any Western coun- 
try as Uruguay's best customer. 


Soviet buyers, the news story 
said, are now a familiar sight 
around wool warehouses. They 
are taking the best quality and 
are paying prices higher than 
any since the Korean War. 


While these small items go un- 
noticed by the average American 
citizen, they cause official Wash- 
ington to register high blood pres- 
sure. The Uruguay story is one 
repeated all over South America 
and Africa. 


A number of people in high 
places are already convinced the 
United States ought to get into 
the business of foreign trade on a 
political basis. That is to say, we 
would have a federal agency 
which would buy and sell in the 
_ commodity market. But, of course, 
the idea is so revolutionary and 
outside the free enterprise con- 


cept as to be: regarded as radical | 


and socialistic. But even a minor 
prophet can see we ought to do 
it now, rather than waiting until 
it is too late. 


Competitive System 


Sinclair Weeks was not gen- 


cold war victories, largely invis- 
ible to the busy or apathetic citi- 
zen, to become concerned. He was 
quoted as saying, before his resig- 
nation, that the years ahead would 
seriously test the ability of a 
competitive, profit system to 
compete with a totalitarian op- 
ponent.

The artificial price supports 
which both the United States and 
Latin countries have placed under 
tobacco, coffee and cotton crops 
also have helped the Soviets to 
quicken the pace of their pro- 
duction and sales in the world 
market. The Russians barter and 
lend at low interest rates. 


In Africa 


They also are spending and 
bartering in Africa where a real 
agricultural revolution is already 
in high gear. 


The Wall Street Journal, which 
certainly not even the White Citi- 
zens’ Council would charge with 
being brain-washed by Commu- 
nist influence, recently did a ma- 
jor survey of the African farm 
boom. 


It is founded on high support 
prices in the United States and 
Latin America, and on a limit- 
less supply of cheap labor and 
productive land. 


Rhodesia, for example, is al- 
ready a formidable competitor of 
the American tobacco farmers. 
In 1945 African tobacco planters 
sold 20 million pounds. This year 
they put 194.5 million pounds on 
the market. 


Cotton production is on the rise 
all over Africa. Egypt’s crop was 
the largest in history. (Russia 
bought most of it.) French Equa- 
torial Africa has upped its pro- 
duction and more acres are being 
planted for the next crop. The 
Sudan is opening literally millions 
of acres to cotton through new 
dams and irrigation. 


African coffee already is a

Rodents Injected 
In State Lab 


Five persons who were exposed 
to 25 stolen “‘potentially very dan- 
gerous” laboratory test mice here 
began a 12-shot anti-rabies series 
Monday. 


Immediate anti-rabies shots 
were ordered Monday for five 
persons who came into contact 
with 25 “‘potentially very danger- 
ous”’ laboratory test mice stolen 
here. 


Dr. M. M. Neel, director of 
medical services for the Fulton 
County Health Department, order- 
ed the shots because all the mice 
had been injected with material 
from rabies-suspected animals. 


FOUR ARRESTED 


Among those directed to take 
shots were two of four boys ar- 
rested in connection with the 
theft of thé mice. Twenty-two of 
the mice were recovered at the 
homes of the boys. Three others 
were killed by them and thrown 
into the street. 


Police expressed concern that 
the dead mice might have been 
eaten by dogs or other animals. 


“We're just hoping that a dog 
didn’t eat any of the dead mice,” 
said Police Lt. C. C. Hamby. “We 
checked the street and it appear- 
ed that passing vehicles had run 
over the mice. However, we were 
unable to find out definitely 
whether that occurred.” 


Hamby said police had been 
told that “the lives of all who 
came into contact with the mice 
are in danger.”

Judge in Florida 


MIAMI (UPI) — Federal Judge 
Joseph J. Lieb refused Monday 
to order integration ‘of Florida 
schools and told Negroes to seek 
relief under the state’s pupil as- 
signment law. 


But the judge, as expected, 
knocked out portions of the Flor- 
ida Constitution and of state law 
which require school segregation. 


But Lieb said the Negroes must 
seek relief under the pupil as- 
signment law. That law places 
school assignment in the hands 
of school boards and the boards 
could integrate schools as well as 
keep them segregated. 


Lieb said the pupil assignment 
law must be considered valid until 
it is struck down in the courts.

The NAACP won a limited vic- 
tory in a similar case in Ala- 
bama two years ago when it 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. A circuit court ruled it 
in contempt and fined it $100,000 
for failure to produce such rec- 
ords as ordered. 


This was upheld by the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court, but the 
U.S. Supreme Court reversed the 
decision and fine, ruling the files 
were private. However, a cir- 
cuit court’s temporary injunction 
banning the NAACP from operat- 
ing in Alabama remains in ef- 
fect. 


RIGHTS CITED 


The Arkansas tribunal ruled 
against Mrs. L. C. Bates of Lit- 
tle Rock, state president of the 
NAACP, and .Mrs..

Fired Judge Says, Warning of Court Test

William V. George, dismissed 
as Forest Park city court judge 
Friday for failure to sign the 
city’s loyalty oath, Monday 
branded oath “‘unconstitution- 
al’’ and took exception to the 
certain sections of the oath. 


George said he had only read 
the oath one time, when it was 
presented to him for signing and 
that he had asked for certain 
changes before signing. 


Specifically George objected to 
a portion of the oath which says 
in part, “I... have never sent or 
received ‘any communication and 
/or given or received any valua- 
ble consideration from any per- 
son, firm or corporation in sym- 
pathy with the teachings of com- 
munism....” 


“In my opinion,” George said, 
“the article means that I have 
never received nor read periodi- 
cals or books discussing subver- 
sive doctrines, which is a viola- 
tion of my rights.” 


George further stated that 
when he read the oath, which 
says, “I am not presently a mem- 
ber and do not attend meetings 
of and have never been a mem- 
ber at any time or attended 
meetings in the past of any or- 
ganization which has been listed 
or cited by the Attorney General 
of the United States as being sub- 
versive,”’ he asked for a list of 
such organizations and wes re- 
fused it. 


He said he was in complete ac- 
cord with the first article of the 
oath in which it states that the 
signer is not, nor ever has been a 
Communist or member nor sym- 
pathized with Communist doc- 
trines, and that the signer will 
not give advice, support, counsel 
or influence toward the further- 
ing of Communist doctrines. 


The issue wil be taken before a 
court, George says, and it will 
be asked to rule on the constitu- 
tionality of the oath and to com- 
pel the city to rehire him as city 
recorder. 


City Council dismissed George 
at a special council meeting Fri- 
day night before which George re- 
fused to testify on his failure to 
sign the oath. 


Councilman Roy S. Dunn stated 
that the council had no alterna- 
tive to the dismissal of George 
after he refused to testify, - be- 
cause of a provision of the ordi- 
nance setting up the oath. Dunn 
expressed. his personal opinion 
that George would not be rein- 
stated now, even were he to sign 
the oath.

For Economic War 


At its present rate of economic growth 
in relation to ours, the Soviet Union will 
equal our productive capacity in 22 years. 

This surprising statement was made 
recently by Lothair Teetor, former As- 
sistant Secretary of Commerce for Do- 
mestic Affairs. This would not be such 
a matter of grave concern, Mr. Teetor 
points out, were it not for the fact that 
the Soviets’ economic objective is de- 
struction of the economies of all free 
nations. 

Russia’s present production {is about 
35 per cent of that of the United States. 
But rate of growth of its productive ca- 
pacity is 8 per cent annually while ours 
has averaged only 2.9 per cent in the 
past five years. For 60 years prior to 
1930 our growth rate was 4 per cent. 

Khrushchev speaks of the Communist 
economy “proving itself” and “transform- 
ing itself into a world economy through 
peaceful. competition.”, This competition 
will be in the world market. On the one 
hand is America with its highly priced 
man-hour. On the other is the Soviet 
Union setting up American mass produc- 
tion techniques with low-cost man-hours. 

The horrible thought suggested is that 
America will be priced out of the market, 
left trading with itself in total isolation. 
That prospect is worrying Washington 
much more than anyone has yet ad- 
mitted. It is time to worry. 

If we continue to improve our living 
standards, if we are to provide jobs for 
the millions of new workers each year, 

if we are to compete successfully in the 
world to hold our vast export business, 
if we’re to maintain the military might and 
productive capacity to keep Soviet Rus- 
sia from overrunning the rest of the free 
world, we have to do better—and a lot 
better. 

Finding the answers to these chal- 
lenges will be a determining factor in 
shaping tomorrow’s world and in de- 
ciding the fate of freedom itself.

Sen. Russell’s Proposal 


Is Parliamentary Move 


Sen. Russell has announced he will 
reintroduce a bill in the next Congress 
which would provide financial support 
for any person who might wish to move 
from where he or she is to another sec- 
tion of America. 


The senator frankly admits that one 
reason for the proposal is to checkmate, 
if possible, extreme civil rights legisla- 
tion which he anticipates will be intro- 
duced in 1959. In this sense the bill can 
be considered as mainly political in in- 
tent. It goes without saying that about 
the only persons who would wish to move 
would be those who are unsuccessful, 
those unable to make a living or those 
who are seeking the higher cld-age pen- 
sions which some states pay.

Parliamentary use of the bill, as an 
amendment to civil rights measures, could 
produce delays in such measures and—as 
skilled parliamentarian Sen. Russell 
says—might expose a bit of hypocrisy on 
the part of those offering them.

State Certainly Needs 
Tighter Fiscal Controls 


The dangerous plight of state finances, 
in the wake of a four-year spending 
binge, is causing some careful reapprais- 
ing of laws governing expenditures. 


Special attention is being accorded 
means of clamping tighter controls over 
the surplus fund, which now has sunk 
to around three million dollars. 


A legislative subcommittee on appro- 
priations favors enactment of laws curb- 
ing the governor’s. power to dip into 
the fund and recommends that any sur- 
plus in the future be appropriated by the 
General Assembly. 


Auditor B. E. Thrasher: believes the 
budget for any fiscal year should be 
limited to the amount of state income 
in the previous year, plus any surplus 
from the year before that. This would 
mean a 12-month carryover of any an- 
nual surplus so as to provide a cushion 
against an unexpected drop in state in- 
come and to prevent deficit financing. 

These are constructive proposals that 
give promise of putting the state on the 
road to fiscal sanity. It bas traveled a 
long way in the opposite direction and 
unless proper action is taken to reverse 
present spending policies the state is 
headed for bankruptcy.

Hubert Humphrey 
Is Off and Running 


WASHINGTON — During the first six days 
after his return to the United States following 
his eight-hour interview with Nikita Khrushchev, 


Sen. Hubert E. Humphrey—who wouldn't mind being President— 
made five public speeches before 15,000 people and appeared on four 
network radio-TV programs including the big-audience ‘Meet the 


Press” on Sunday evening. 
This is a fair measure of the 
way the Khrushchev talkathon 


has projected Sen. Humphrey 
into the minds of the American 
people. 

This is one of the reasons why 
Sen. Humphrey is not just the 
name of a possible 1960 Demo- 
cratic nominee but a serious con- 
tender. 

The Khrushchev interview, at 
least the kind of interview which 
gave the senator such a massive 
splash into the headlines, wasn’t 
planned, couldn't have been 
planned. He did not know he was 
going to see the Soviet Premier 
until 20 minutes before he was 
invited to be at the Kremlin. And 
it wasn’t just seeing Khrushchéy 
which yielded the great publicity. 
It was the length of the talk, 
the range and significance of 
the subjects and the two pieces 
of information on Berlin and 
ICBMs which Khrushchev asked 
Humphrey to give to President 
Eisenhower—all this plus the 
brilliant way Sen. Humphrey ex- 
ploited the opportunities which 
came to hand. 

Humphrey is aware the Khrush- 
chev interview is a_ short-lived 
boon and a potential pitfall. 

It is short-lived because its

substance will soon be outdated 
and stale. What it has done is 
to make the senator suddenly 
far more visible to the American 
people than most of his competi- 
tors.

Armenian Luck Assisted 


Mikoyan’s Rise To Power 
New York Times News Service 


NEW YORK—On his first and only previous visit to the United 
States in 1936 Anastas Ivanovich Mikoyan was mainly impressed by: 
corn flakes, puffed wheat, eskimo pies, automats and canned food. 
He said he thought very highly of them. He was not just being polite. 
As commissar for Russia’s new food industry, Mikoyan had been sent 
here by Stalin to study modern methods of food processing. 


Returning to Moscow, he spon- 
sored a meat packing plant, an 
ice cream factory and a network 
of mechanized bakeries. 

An Armenian with an acute tal- 
ent for survival, Mikoyan is one 
of the few authentic ‘‘old Bol- 
sheviks” remaining among the 
Soviet ruling clique. An old Bol- 
shevik is one who played an ac- 
tive role before the 1917 revolu- 
tion. 

Mikoyan joined the Bolsheviks 
in 1915. He had just graduated 
with honors from an Armenian 
seminary in Tiflis. His father ex- 
pected him to become a Nestorian 
Catholic priest. 

“But when I received my cer- 
tificate,”” Mikoyan said later, ‘I 
had a very clear feeling that I 
didn’t believe in God and that I 
had, in fact, received a certifi- 
cate in materialist uncertainty. 
The more I studied religion the 
less I believed in God.” 

Instead, Mikoyan fought with 
Bolshevik forces in the Baku area. 
When anti-Bolsheviks took 
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vival—marked Mikoyan’s rise to 
power. He supported Stalin 
against the late Leon Trotsky and 
was rewarded in 1926 with the 
post of commissar of trade. 
Characteristically, he was the 
first to. denounce Stalin after 
Stalin’s death. His attack on 
Stalinism, at the 20th Communist 
Party Congress in 1956, set the 
stage for Nikita Khrushchev's 
historic speech that followed. 
Mikoyan backed Khrushchev 
when a majority of the Presidium. 
voted against the party's first 


secretary in June, 1957. Again his.

off. Within 48 hours a Central 
Committee plenum had reversed 
the Presidium decision. -

No. 94: Know Your County 
Macon Man Developed 
Famed Elberta Peach 


Macon County, in southwest central Georgia, was created from 
Houston and Marion counties in 1837, ranking 90th in order of 
creation. It was named for Nathaniel! Macon, a North Carolina 
statesman. Oglethorpe, the county seat, was named for the founder 
of the Georgia colony. Originally, the county seat was Lanier, a 


town now extinct. Near Lanier is Miona Springs, once a noted 
resort. 


The Andersonville War Between the States prison camp (named 
for the nearby Sumter County town), now a national cemetery and 
park, is in Macon County. The 26-acre camp, built to hold 10,000 

men, had as many as 33,000 Union prisoners at 
one time. More than 13,000 prisoners died there 
during the camp’s 17-month life. Many Northern 
states have erected monuments here. 


Macon County has 13,300 residents (1957 esti- 

mate), ranking 69th in population (1950 census). 

Oglethorpe had 1,204 residents (1950 census). Also 

in the county are Montezuma (‘across the Flint 

River from Oglethorpe), Marshallville, Ideal, 

Garden Valley, Fountainville and Spalding. Marshallville, settled 

by German colonists, boasted in the late 1930s that it had “no 
lawyer, Yankee, motion picture theater or jail.” 


Sam Henry Rumple of Macon County developed the famous 
Elberta peach, named for his wife, laying the foundation for the 
state's peach industry. Lewis A. Rumple developed the Georgia 
Belle variety. Macon ranked fifth in the number of peach trees 
in 1954. 


Macon County covers 399 square miles, tying with Monroe 
County as 60th in size. There were 991 farms, averaging 218 acres, 
in the county in 1954.. About 43 per cent of the farm acreage was 
in woodlands and 37 per cent in harvested croplands. Main crops 
were corn, cotton, small grains and pecans.

Physicians Supported 
In Open School Stand 


Reaction to a physicians’ declaration urging that 
public schools be kept open has been “gratifyingly fa- 
vorable,” according to a spokesman for the group. 


Dr. Dan Burge, one of the 37 
doctors in the area who drafted 
the declaration that was signed 
by 419 physicians, said a num- 
ber of additional doctors have 
called to get their names on the 
list. 


Burge said he had only one 
call critical of the stand taken 
by the physicians. 


A local attorney called, he 
said, and wanted to know if the 
physicians “had been put up to 
it by the Atlanta newspapers.” 

Dr. Burge said he assured the 
caller that the physicians had 
acted independently. 

The doctor said he had expect- 
ed some criticism of the mani- 
festo, “‘but so far all the other 
comments have been favorable.” 

One patient told Dr. Burge that 
the declaration, coming on the 
heels of similar manifestos by

ministers and professors, seemed 
to indicate a ‘“‘lining up of pro 
fessionals against politicians.’ 


Burge said that wasn’t it at 
all. “We simply want the poli- 
ticians to know that the public 
is not unanimous on this question, 
and not everyone agrees with the 
stand the politicians are taking,” 
he asserted. 


Georgia law requires that any 
school system ordered to inte- 
grate by the federal courts must 
be closed. There is a suit pending 
in U.S. District Court here that 
seeks an end to segregation in 
Atlanta’s schools.

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Talmadge Hits Race ‘Hypocrisy’ | 2 Georgians 


Sen. Talmadge charged Mon- 
day that many members of Con- 
gress are hypocrites who would 
force integration on others at 
bayonet point but who dodge the 
issue themselves. 


The Georgia junior senator 
made the charge as he pledged 
to support a bill Sen.

selves. I shall support the bill.” 


Sen. Russell first introduced the 
bill in 1949. It never got out of 
committee. 

From his office in Winder, Sen. 
Russell issued a statement fur- 
ther spelling out the provisions of 
the bill. 

“The intent of my bill is to 
bring about, as far as practicable, 
a more equal distribution of the 
two largest racial groups among 
all the states of the nation on a 
purely voluntary basis,” he said. 

“To achieve this, the bill would 
provide federal assistance to mem- 
bers of both races whose volun- 
tary relocation would help bring 
about a more equal distribution of 


the races in all states. 


For example, if one state has 
an above normal percentage of 
Negroes, the assistance would be 
available to members of that race 
who desire to relocate in a state 
having a below normal Negro 
population. 


“On the other hand, a white 
person from a state having an 
above normal percentage of that 
race would be eligible to receive 
assistance to relocate in a state 
having a below normal white 
population. 


“Thus the program would be de- 
signed primarily to assist colored 
persons living in the South who 
desire to move to the North, Mid- 
die West and West and to assist 
whites in these areas to move to 
the South.

Owners Collecting Inflated Values 
In Cases Heard by Local Juries 


United Press International 
Landowners along Georgia’s proposed 
way routes are collecting three times the oneal a 
praisal values in a right-of-way boom that threatens 
to stall the billion-dollar program. 


State Highway Department filés 
contain a record of inflation of 
gold fever proportions in parts of 
the five counties touched thus far 
along the 1,112-mile route of the 
interstate. highway network in 
Georgia. 


One of the costliest bits of 
land along the Tennessee-to-F lori- 
da route of Interstate 75 was .603 
acres, originally appraised 
at $168.75, which ultimately cost 
the taxpayers $9,650. 


PRICE SET BY JURY 


This case went into court, as do 
all ‘of those in which the highway 
department considers the asking 
figure to be excessive, and the 
amount the state ultimately had 
to pay was set by a jury of 12 
local men. 


While the “‘value’’ of that par- 
cel underwent the most drastic in- 
flation on record in its trip 
through court, price boosts of sev- 
eral times the value originally set 


by impartial local appraisers were 
not éxceptional. 
' 


For example, the cost of 43 par- | 
eels bought in just one of the 19 
counties along Interstate 75's 
route through Georgia jumped 
from a total of $258,831.36 in origi- 
nal appraisal value to $643,327. 


Two parcels bought thus far in 
another county increased from 
$10,132.23 to $36,236 and five in 
still another county, from $38,- 
704.63 to $79,878.28.

The jurors, always chosen from 
residents in the county where the 
land lies, know that the federal 
government is paying nine-tenths 
of the outlay for Georgia but Cur- 
tig pointed out Georgians still 
must foot the bill.

Rifle for Christmas? 
Fire It... with Care 


So long as cowboys flash 
across movie and TV screens 
in combat with Indians, the 
young generation will want to 
shoot a gun. And shoot they 
will, one way or another. 


Actually, the decision wary 
parents must make is whether 
junior can accept the responsi- 
bility of owning a rifle. And age 
is not always the deciding factor 
here. Examine the youngster’s 
past dependability, for therein 
lies the lone route of decision. 


If the decision favors son and 
rifle, the National Rifle Assn. 
suggests these steps of instruc- 
tion: 


1—Buy a .22-caliber rimfire bolt 
action rifle. It is the safest gun 
to handle, it is not noisy, it has 
little muzzle blast and a recoil 
of little consequence. 


‘2—Impress upon the new rifle- 
man he is not to fire the rifle 
without proper instruction from 
an experienced person.

Immediately on taking cake 
from oven, loosen edges and 
turn out on towel. Peel waxed 
paper carefully from cake. Roll 
cake in towel. Let stand 20 min- 
utes, then unroll. Soften ice 
cream slightly and spread over 
cake roll. Roll up quickly. Wrap 
in aluminum foil; place in freez- 
er several hours. May be made 
a day or two in advance.

Do we have a reason for fear- 
ing this vise-like pain in the chest 
which comes on suddenly and 
fills the victim with a fear of im- 
pending death? The answer should 
be yes up to the point of doing 
something about it, It may well 
be the first evidence of trouble 
in the artery which brings blood 
to keep the heart alive and work- 
ing. 

Such pain may mean that this 
artery, called the coronary be- 
cause it “‘crowns’’ the heart, is 
constricted by a so-called spasm 
and shuts off temporarily the 
blood supply to this important 
heart muscle. It may also mean 
that the flow of blood is blocked 
by a clot lodged in the artery. 


dissolved in time to let the blood 
continue its flow to the heart 
muscle, and keep the person alive. 


Hence angina cannot be ig- 
nored. But the important thing 
te know about a pain that sug- 
gests angina is whether it really 
is angina. Other conditions may 
cause pains beneath the breast- 
bone and even frighten a person 
inte believing his heart is about 
te stop. 


For example, a part of the 
stomach herniated through the 
diaphragm may fill with gas from 
an attack of indigestion and cause 
severe pressure pain in the chest 
area. Even without a diaphrag- 
matie hernia an attack of so- 
called acute .indigestion, often 
from accumulated gas in stomach 
or bowel or from gallstones, may 
seem like heart pain. 

Actually, in olden days the re- 
verse was true; many people were 
thought to die from acute indiges- 
tion when actually they died from 
blockage in the coronary artery— 
which possibly might have been 
successfully treated had the true 
source of the pain been known.

The real significance shines 
out most clearly when we learn 
that as Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the belly of the 
fish, even so must the Son of Man 
be three days and three nights in 
the earth. It was after that time 
that our Savior was raised from 
the dead, and.His resurrection 
was not a figurative one but a lit- 
eral one. Christ was raised from 
the dead according to the Scrip- 
tures, and on this we base our 
hope of salvation.
